These 
statistics refer to Britain, for 
which we have the figures and are 
therefore inaccurate for general 
application to the extent that 
they have been influenced by local 
circumstances; such, for instance, 
as the corn laws.

Napoleonic wars. For the first 
twelve years of the century prices 
averaged more than twice as high 
as they averaged for the last 
twelve, and fully fifty per cent. 
above their present level. 

In the history of British prices 
there are only two great period 
of decline. The first was a_ de- 


cline with extensive fluctuations ! 


during the years 1810 to 1830, 
and the second, referred to by 
our London correspondent, which 
was nothiny like as notable, was 
from 1875 to 1887. The first of 
thtse may ‘itt part be accounted 
for by the cessation of war. The 
second is harder to account for, 
as it took place at a time when 
the gold output was being rapid- 
ly augmented. It is assumed to 
have been due to the cheapening

Munson, Alta., Sept. 9.—As a 
lresult of an accident at the 
Drumheller coal mines Monday 
afternoon, John Henry Holden 
lost his life, a man named Wheat 
croft was seriously injured and 
another man whose name has not 
been ascertained was badly shak- 
en up. It seems that it has been 
customary to permit sightseers 
to ride down into the mine on 
the car which is used to bring up 
the coal. 

This car is let down into the 
mine by means of a cable attach- 
ed to an engine; the engine is pro- 
vided with a clutch by means of 
which it is possible to stop the 
car within ten or fifteen feet. 
After hauling up the coal the en- 
gine is reversed and then allowed 
to eeturn slowly down the incline 
to the bottom of the mine. On
